Senate Measure Greatly At 
Variaaca— Eipact Easy 
A^jatlflMiil. 

Washington, May 15.— The Glass 
Rural Credits Bin, provitling for a 
Federal farm loan board and a system 
of twelve land banl(s, passed the 
House kite to-dajr hjra vote of 295 to 
10. Asimikr measnre already has 
inssed flie Senate, and tiie differences 
robably will be worked OOt soon in 
conference. 

Little opposition was encountered 
by the bill, which was piloted through 
the House by Representative Glass, 
of Virginia, and Representative 
Phekn, of Massachusetts. Under 
its terms the land banks would lend 
money to farmers at not more than ti 
per cent, interest, through local loan 
associations, on mortgagee running 
from five to thirty-six jresrs. The 
mortgages would be used by the 
banks as the basis for farm loiin 
bonds. 

There are many diflTerences be- 
tween the Senate House bill tO be ad 
justed. The Senate measure wodid 
aipitalize each farm loan bank at 
$500,000, the House's at $76O,00a 
'The Senate would authorize loan as* 
sociations with unlimited liability, the 
House would not. The Senate would 
limit kens on farads to 50 per cent, 
with no recognition of improvements; 
the House proposes to grant 60 per 
cent, on land values and 20 |>er cent, 
on value on permanent insurable im- 
provements. 

MAJORITY DECISION. 
The Senate proposes that no loan 
shall be made if the three members of 

the local loan eotniiiittee are not 
unanimous in their appraisement; the 
House would require a majority re* 

port of the committee. The Senate

Seven Divisioiis of Saltan's 
Troops in Mesopotania 
Jeopardized by Attack. 

Petrograd. May 17.— With the ad- 
vance of the Russian forces soutt- 

wanl from the Urumiali region toward 
Mosul, in Assyria on tbe Tigris, which 
reaunea recently m ine ooenpanoii or 
Rivandouza, the Russians are now 
bringing freeh pressure of the most 
pirwt rfiil sort upon the rear of the 
Turkish armies in Mesopotamia. 

The devetopmnt of tMs new Hne 
of attack has greatly enhanced the 
chances of success for the Russian 
campaign in Meso|K)ta!nia which holds 
forth the hope now entertained in 
Petrograd of bringing not only Bag- 
(lad, the Holy City of Caliphs, but the 
entire historic country lying between 
the Tigris and the Eopimtos under 
Russian dominion. 

Of ths two groups of Rnssisn arm* 
ies which are now threatening Meso- 
potamia overland, the one already 
mentioned has crossed the Mesopo- 
tamia border and is marching rapidly 
toward Mosul. The only serious ob- 
stacle between it and this goal is the 
ancient fortified city of Jczireh-ibon- 
Omar, on an island in the Tigris, 130 
miles southeast of Diarbekr.

CAN'T DELAY ADVANCE. 
It is believed that this city with its 

anti<lU:iti'<l (li fi ll,-<e will not be able 
long to delay the i^ussian advance. 
The progress of these forces already 
has broken the backbone of the Turk- 
ish communication between Diarbekr 
;ind .Mosul and the Turkish armies 
covering these two points are now 
separated except for a circuitous road 
too far in the rear to be of much ser- 
vice. 

Some 2(X) miles southward the oth- 
er group of Russian forces, drawn up 
on the Persfain-Turkish Iwrder be- 
fore Khanikin, is prei)ared to strike 
through to Bagdad. The combined 
pressure from tw., directions upon 
the Turkish rear has placed the enture 
Turkish army in Mesopotamia, esti- 
nrited at between six and seven divi- 
sions, in the greatest jeopardy. 

According to the latest disjiatches 
the Turks have been forced to relax 
to a great extent their resistance to 
the British expe<i:tioii:irv .irmy :tnd 
rush troops northward. Thus it is 
thought the successes which have 
been won by the Russians will soon 
have an effect on the fortunes of the 
British campaign.

BEST HOGS FOR FATTENING 



Pigs Weighing From 130 to 150 Pound! 
•hould Be Selected — Corn as 
Supplementary Feed. 

For fattening, select pigs weighing 
from 130 to 150 pounds and in good 
condition. They should be fattened 
for at least 60 days and perhaps 75, 
If it requires so long to bring them up 
to a weight of 180 to 200 pounds. Thi» 
is the most desirable weight at which 
to put hogs on the market and animals 
of this weight in good condition will 
bring top prices. 

In feeding corn as a supplement to 
l>astiire, begin with a daily feed of 
tliim pounds of com for a hog weigh- 
ing' 130 pounds. When full feeding 
huM been well begun, one may feed all 
tho corn the hog will clean up. Kafir 
mllo or feterita may be uaed inatead 
of corn, but the amouat raqvlrad wiU 
be a little larger. 



BEST SHEEP-PEN LOCATION 



High Ground, Sloping or Rough, Is 
Preferable — Animals Oo Not 
Thrive In Mud and Water. 

The pens should be on high ground, 
preferably sloping or roui^. If you 
have nothing but low, flat ground, do 
not buy sheep. They do not do well 
on low, level ground where they must 
be In ahiah, mud and water.

The removal ot dead branchea can- 
not agect the vitality ot the tree, no 
matter when done. Nor can there be 
any serious effect if here and there 
branches, which are too close, or 
which cross, are removed. The thin- 
ning out of small, twiggy branches for 
the purpose of thinning the fruit Is 
not a harmful proceas in early sum- 
mer. The drain on the tree la less 
than It would be to bear an abnormal- 
ly heavy crop of fruit. There are a 
great many trees which might he re- 
lieved ot a surplus ot fruit during May 
and early June to good advantage

Alexander S. Tribble, Zan as his 
friends caU him, is a typical Kentucki- 
nn, towering slwve six feet hi height, 

a Invcr of horsi's nnd the possessor of 
a silver tongue linown all over Wesi- 
ern Kentucky. He was born Sept. 7, 
1863, in Lincohi County, Ky.. a few 
weeks after the Confeder a te wave 
had reached its flood tide ;it fiettys- 
burg and rolled back from that bloody 
field of carnage. In the early spring 
of 1876, his father, Peter Tribble^ 
gathered up his belong^intfs and came 
to Christian county, bringing with 
him a family of stalwart boys. Zan 
was one of , them, being at that time 
13 years of age. The family located 
on a farm one mile from town, on the 
Palmyra pike, and here the subject of 
this sketch grew to manhood and de- 
veloped faito a splendid spednwn of 
Kentucky citizenship.
